Yeah, I agree to the extent the karate descends from 
southern crane gongfu, innovations made by students 
are making white crane kata that descend "at least in 
part" from Shaolin Bai He Quan. 

> As to John Sells katas, I have heard everything from

>ryu system he does to the statement that they (the 3 
>on his tape) come from the Gokenki lineage. 

I don't know anything about the forms he has on that 
tape.
